Gettysburg’s two railroads, the W estern Maryland 
and the Reading, will be affiliated with one of the new four 
trunk-line railroad .systems of the eastern half of the 
United States, according to the order approved by the 
Interstate Commerce commission, Thursday. 
Reversing itself in a previous order, two months ago, 
in which the Interstate Commerce commission rejected the 
proposed merger of a number of railroads in the country 
into five trunk-line system s and later rejecting a tour 
trunk-line proposal the I. C. C. approved the merger of a 
number of railroads, approximately 300 smaller lines, into 
four large systems.

The plan to be finally followed 
will be influenced to a certain ex­ 
tent by the teachers themselves 
Professor Shank announces, 
An interpretation of Section 2105 
of the school code, amended in 1931 
so as to permit the county super­ 
intendents in school districts of the 
fourth class to substitute equiva­ 
lent forms of teacher training in lieu 
of the county Institute, has been 
received from Dr. Jam es N Rule, 
state superintendent of public in­ 
struction. 
The new interpretation was is­ 
sued following numerous inquiries 
stim ulated by the pressure th a t has 
; come from many quarters to abolish 
the institute, at least tem porarily, 
with a view to economizing. 
I n some sections, it has been pro­ 
posed to abolish the annual insti­ 
tute, because of the expense in­ 
volved, and to substitute divisional 
institutes—five in Adams county. 
Five Districts Proposed 
Pursuing a policy of economy. 
Professor 
Shank 
has 
addressed 
questionnaires to 200 teachers in the 
county seeking their opinion rela­ 
tive to the proposed plan to sub­

215,000 VETERANS 
MAY MAKE L O A N S

Approximately 215.000 world war 
veterans will be able to borrow
